Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  report  for  the 
year  1897,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  the  year  has  been  an  exceed- 
ingly  healthy  one  in  this  district,  and  the  death-rate  is  a  very 
low  one,  there  being  only  44  deaths,  as  compared  with  60  in 
1896,  16  of  these  being  infants  under  6  months  of  age. 

There  have  been  very  few  cases  of  Measles,  but  there  was 
one  fatal  case.  There  have  been  no  cases  of  Small-pox  in  the 
district. 

Appended  is  a  detailed  account  of  Infectious  Diseases  : —

SCARLATINA. 

These  cases  were  of  a  mild  description,  and  confined  to  five 
families.  Most  probably  some  of  the  cases  were  traceable  to  the 
Rillington  district,  where  there  were  a  great  many  cases.

The  two  cases  were  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  and  the 
cause  could  not  be  traced.

Has  been  for  some  months  very  prevalent,  and  there  have 
been  three  fatal  cases. 

Births  and  Deaths. 

Estimating  the  population  at  50  more  than  in  1896,  i.e., 
3,900,  with  44  deaths  brings  the  death-rate  to  11-8,  as  compared 
with  15*5  in  1896. 

The  number  of  births  registered  were  118,  making  the  birth- 
rate^30-2,  as  against  84-8  in  1896.
